TliR Moscow report Hint llic KuonilntanB 
nml llic Clilnc-se communists liiive rcnchod an 
nsrcoment Is, It true, iLboiit Ilifi most encour- 
iiglng news that could be liopoil lor In the 
world lociay. 

Tlic dlflerenccR between aeiierallsKlmo 
Chiang Kai-shek and the communists wero 
bitter ftnd of Ions standing. Their views and 
alms were radically opposed. Both sought 
control of all China. Both had legitimate 
cinlms of one sort or another to back thorn 
up. 

Their combined cflorts against the Jap- 
atiese had the earmarks of an armed truce 
which seemed destined to end when the In- 
vader was expelled. Informed student.s of 
modern Chinn feared a tragic civil war which 
mlEht draw in Russia and force the reluctant 
Intervention of the United States. 

If the generalissimo and Mao Tsc-tving, the 
communist leader, havo reached a compro- 
mise, it Is a feat of diplomacy for which Ihc 
■whole world owes them thank-s. And If the 
report of an agreement to reform the na- 
tional government Is good news, the forecast 
of general elections at an eiirly date Is even 
better. 

Wo Americans sometimes forget that freo, 
honest, general elections arc a l)lcE5lnK not 
accorded the people ol every nation. We often 
go oft the beam on tlio emotional binge that 
precedes our elections. But, with rare excep- 
tions, the vote itself is an uninfluenced, un- 
hampered and satisfactory solution of our 
major political problems. 

Free general elections probably could set- 
tle the majority of the world's pohtlcal prob- 
lems today with equal satisfaction. But they 
arc a device that fills some heads of state 
With fear, and others wtlh a sincere, con- 
vinced distaste. 

Naturally, a government which holds office 
by force ol arms fears the popular will. But 
- there arc also political philosophies which 
hold that a narrowly representative govern- 
ment Is preferable to one chosen democratic- 
ally. IT Premier Stalin, for example, were to 
be a candidate for the office he now holds in 
a general Anierlcan-typc election, ho prob- 
ably would win hands uown. uut it isn't likely 
that tlic victory would change the present 
Russian government's attitude toward a wide 
open political Held. 

So If GencralLsslmo Chiang and Mr. Mao 
have decided to reshape China's government 
according to the popular will, it Is a great 
and historic decision. A free election there 
would do much to give new meaning to tho 
word democracy, which was twisted Into a 
variety of amazing shapes to fit a variety of 
purposes during the years of military alliance 
against the axis.
